No. 10/2/83.CS-11.—The rules for a competitive examina¬ 
tion lo be held by the Statf Selection Commission in 1984, 
for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Servicc-Cirade ‘D’ are published for 
general information. 

2> The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selec¬ 
tion Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 1 to 
the^e Rules. 

Tho dates on which and the places at which the examinft- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission, 

3. The numbei of vacancies to be filled on the result of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservation will t>e made for candidates who 
arc eX“Servjcemcn, Scheduled C a te, Scheduled Tribe and 
Physically handicapped, in jcspcct of vacancies as may be fixi 
ed by the Goeernment. 

(i) Ex-serviceman means a poison, w'ho has served in any 
ranL (whether as a combatant or as non-conibatany. in the 
Armed Forces of the Union, including the Armed Forces ot 
the Former Indian Slatc£>, but excluding the Assam Rifles, 
Defence Security Corps, Gcneial Reserve tngincering Force, 
Lok Sahayak Sena and Territorial Army, for a continuous 
period <if not less Uian six months after attestation, and 

(a) has been i el cased, othei^isc than at his own request 
or by way of disnussal or discharged on account

(C) The upper age limit will be relaxablc in the case 
of ex-servicemen who have put in not less than six months 
continuous service in the Armed Forces of the Union, to the 
extent of their total service in the Armetl Forces increased by 
three years. 

Candidates admitted to the examination under this age cen 
cession will be eligible to compete for all the vacancies whe¬ 
ther reserved or not for ex-servicemen.

(vii) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma and has 
migrated to Indian on or after 1st June, 1963; 

(viii) upto a maximum of eight years If a candidate belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a vScheduled Tribe and is also a bona 
fide repatriate of Indian, origin from Burma and has migratjcd 
to India on or after 1st June, 1963 ;

Provided further that cx-scrviccmcn belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may to the extent 
the number of vacancies rcsei^ed for the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the general 
standard to recommended bv the Commission, by a relaxed 
standard to make up the deficiency in the quota reserved for 
them out of the quota of vacancies reserved for cx-seiwiccmcn, 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for selection to the 
service irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

16. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to inxlivulunl candidate shall be decided by 
the Commission in their descretion and the Commission will 
no enter into coi respondance with them regarding the result. 


17. Success in the examination shall confer no right to 
appoiritmcnL unless the Government is satisfied, after such 
inquiry may bi^ cousideicd necessary, that the candidate, 
having regard to his character and antecedents is suitable in 
all respect for appointment to the Service. 

18. Brief particulars relating to the Service to which recruit¬ 
ment is being made through this examination are given in 
Appendix II.
